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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 81, and 85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fan et al. (US Patent 5440421). 

3. Fan et al. teach (fig. 2D) forming a semiconductor material of silicon (22, 25, 27), 
completely surrounding regions of silicon oxide material (26) arranged in a periodic 
array. The silicon and silicon oxide having different particles diffraction (col. 3 lines 50 - 
67). The periodic array includes at least one unit cell (col. 3 lines 31 - 37). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 82 - 84, and 86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over Fan et al. (US Patent 5440421 ) in view of Zakhidov et al. (US Patent 6261469). 

6. Fan et al. teach the features previously outlined, but lack the regions having 
spherical, plate-shaped, or pipe-shaped configuration, and the periodic array being a 
unit cell of the body-centered-cubic type. 

7. However, Zakhidov et al. teach the regions to have spherical, plate-shaped, or 
pipe-shaped configuration (col. 1 1 lines 1 - 33), and the periodic array being a unit cell 
of the body-centered-cubic type (claim 5, & col. 1 1 lines 1 - 1 1 ) to provide colorant for 
UV, visible or IR wavelengths (col. 4 lines 17-23). 

8. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Zakhidov et al. into the Fan 
et al reference to manufacture nano-sensors. 

9. Claims 72 - 79 are allowable, because prior art does not teach inter alia, a 
differential material spatially arranged in a solid material of higher melting temperature. 
86 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. 

10. Prior art considered, but not used in the rejection include Ozin et al. (USPAP 
2002/004503).
